To keep Texas’ fields and streams 
first in the thoughts of hunters and 
fishermen, both in the State and out, 
the Texas Game, Fish and 
Oy ster 
Commission during the past twelve 
months increased its restocking pro­ 
gram and promoted interest in wild 
life through a state-wide game man­ 
agement p roject, it was pointed out 
recently in the Commission’s Annual 
Report for the fiscal y ear ending on 
August 31, 19 39 . 
A total of 20,000 bobwhite quail 
were distributed during the 19 37 -38 
fiscal y ear, the Rep ort states. 
The 
Commission distributed the birds on 
a cooperative basis, a quail 
being 
given free to each p urchaser of one. 
In addition, 533 wild turkey s and 
19 4 white tailed deer were distrib­ 
uted to depleted areas 
over 
the 
State. During the p receding y ear no 
turkey s were distributed because the 
crop would not justify it. 
Successful live trap p ing of ante­ 
lopes in West Texas were reported. 
It was the first antelop e trap p ing 
p rogram ever attem p ted in 
Texas.
